good Repute, and had five Children, of 
which, William was eldeſt, and born at 
Aſhby aforeſaid, about the Year 1678 
brought up at School, the greateſt Part 
of his Time, by the Reverend Mr. Tho- 
Has Searrave, Rector of Leir in Lei- 
cefterſpire : About the Year 1697, he 
remove to a School at Rugby in War- 
mic kt ire, and remained there, under 
the Care of Mr. Holyoak, Maſter there- 
of, for near two Years; and from thence 
| he wont to Cambridge, and was admit» 
ted into St. John's College, about May, 
1698, under Mr. John Harris, Fellow 
of 185 ſame; he was at firſt a Sizer, 
and then made Scholar; ſoon after 
which, his Tutor died; and he, among 
other Pupils, was turn'd over (as they 
ſay in Cambridge) to Mr. Edmundſon 
and Lambert : He took his Batchelor of 
Arts Degree 1702; and ſoon after went 
into Orders under

Palmer: From thence he went to Tam- 
worth in Staffordſhire, and was Curate 


and Uſher at the Free-School there: 


He went from thence to Nun-Eaton 1n 
Warwickſhire, and was Curate to Mr. 
Foxcraft: From thence he remov'd, be- 
ing preſented to the Vicarage of Orton 
on the Hill, Leiceſterſbire, by the late 


Lord Biſhop of Oxon : The Village is 


{cituate in the South-Weſt Corner of 
the County, both in the Deanery and 
Hundred of Sparkenhoe: It is valued 
in the King's Book at ſix Pounds, 
twelve Shillings and Six-pence ; and 


the improved Rents are fifty or ſixty 


Pounds per Annum. 


He was inſtituted into the aforeſaid 
Vicarage by his Grace the preſent Lord 
Arch-bithop of Canterbury, then Biſhop 
of Lincoln, on the. 5th Day of May, 
1709 ; to qualify himſelf for which, he 
took the uſual Oaths to Qneen Anne, 
and abjured the Pretender. He was 


one of thoſe that oppos'd the King's 
Friends at the late EleQion for the 
County of Leiceſter, rais'd a Mob, and 
then certified, that it was carry'd on 
with

with great Peace and Calmneſs, and 
without the leaſt Riot and Diſturbance. 

He went down with @aſcoign, and 
ſome others that he would not name, 
to meet the Rebels at Preſton, was 
ſeiz'd on the way by one Oy 
called Major Bradſbaw, and Mr. Mat- 
theme, a Clergyman, and ſet at Li- 
berty again by one Colonel Noel, a 
Juſtice of the Peace in that Coun- 
try; but being born to be hang'd, 
he goes to Preſton, reads Prayers to 
the Rebels three Days together, and 


prays for the Pretender „(in the Pa- 


riſn Church) by the Name oſ King 
James, before five Hundred of his 
Brethren at once: But juſt before 
King GEORGE's Troops Inveited 
that Town, he made the beſt of 
his Way out, and juſt calling in 
his own Country by the way, he 
came to London; and being ditgui- 


led in coloured Cloaths, laced Hat, 


a long Wigg, and a Sword by his 


Side, he was accidentally met near 


Montague Houſe, by Thomas Byrd,
